NEW JUSTICE DELIVERS OPIN-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.

companies lost in the su- 
preme court today in their 
effort to obtain reconsider- 
ation of recent action on 
the ground that Justice Hu1 


i go L. Black was ineligible 
to sit on the bench. 


The court gave no explanation 


of its refusal to grand reconsider- 
ation. That was in line with reg- 
ular procedure in such action. 


The announcement was 
made 


after Black had read one opinion 
which he had written, dissenting 
to another and voted against the 
government In a third case. 


The Florida companies sought 


reconsideration of the court's re- 
fusal on October 18 to interfere 
with attempts by the security com- 
mission 
to 
subpoena 
telegrams 


sent and received by the compan- 
ies. 


Not only was the constitution- 
ality of Black's appointment chal- 
lenged, but the petition contended 
the court's action on the litigation 
was "Invalid, ineffectual, null and 
void" because 
the 
new 
justice 


"could not sit In judgment x x x 
as an unbiased, unprejudiced, fair 
and impartial judge." 


After recalling that Black, while 


chairman of the senate lobby com- 
mittee, had attempted to use tele- 
grams obtained by the communica- 
tions 
commission 
from 
persons 
under investigation, the 
petition 
added:Favors Government. 


ns being definitely attitudinized In 
favor of the right of a government 
agency to coerce private telegrams 
fiom a telegraph company by the 
use oC a blanket subpoena." 


The throe concerns were the 
Jlyan Florida Corporation of Tam- 
pa, Income Royalties Company of 
-St. Petersburg and Florida Tex 
'Oil Company of St. Peterusburg. 
They asked the court to consider 
their petition in tho absence of 
Black. 


The petloners contended 
Black's 


appointment was not valid be- 
cause the retirement of 
Justice 


Willis 
Van Dcvanter 
did 
not 


create a vacancy on the court and 
also because Black had been a 
member of tho senate which in- 
creased the "emoluments" of jus- 
tices in the retirement act. 


In his first supreme court decis- 


ion, 
Black 
sustained 
a 
federal 
trade commission contention that 
two firms had engaged in unfair 
methods of competition in markot-

ing their 
product 
in interstate 
commerce. 


The court's newest justice read 
tho opinion in a firm and steady 
voice, glancing about 
tho court 
room several times. 


It was the only majority opinion 
delivered by Black today as the 
court reassembled after being in 
recess for two weeks. 


>To Dissent Announced. 
No dissent to the decision was 
announced. 
It reversed a ruling 
against the commission by the 
second circuit court of appeals at 
New York.

l>y November 1 conditions. They 
increased their forecast totals on, 
the 1937 crop for tho fourth con- 
secutive month. 


The new estimate was 670,000 


bales above tho indicated produc- 
tion a month ago; 2,650.000 bales 
larger than the first 1037 estlmato 
in 
August, 
and 
5,844,000 
bulea 


above last season's production. 
If realized, tho 1037 crop could 


bo 205,000 bales more than tha 
previous largest crop of 17,078,000 
bales In 1926. The only other tlma 
cotton production exceeded 17,000,- 
000 bales was In 1030. 


Farm 
administration 
officials:

After the cotton estimate was 
revised upward about

What It Means: 


The Labor Vote

WASHINGTON,—The 
Novem- 


ber 
elections prove one thing— 
deuces will be wild In America's 
political poker game next year, 
and again in 1940. 
And labor will hold the deuces 
against the 
old-line 
Republican 
and Democratic parties. 


While local Issues cluttered up 
the results this year in such cities 
as New York, Detroit, Pittsburgh, 
Canton and Akron, Ohio, the la- 
bor vote played 
a 
conspicuous 
part in these and other municipal 
elections. 


Through them all, however, four 
Important facts 
stick 
out 
to 
plague the regular political party 
organizations. 
1. Labor groups can 
organize 


big blocs of votes In eastern 
Industrial areas without the 
help of any outside forces. 
This most Important fact was 
demonstrated In New York City. 
There the American Labor party 
entered the political ring for the 
first time a year ago to vote for 
President Roosevelt 
and 
Gover- 
nor Herbert H. Lehman, the Dem- 
ocratic candidates. The labor par- 
ty surprised everybody by polling 
well over 200,000 votes. 
• • • 


Tho Votes In Detroit 
This year, the New York labor 
organization gave Its support to 
a Republican candidate for dis- 
trict attorney, and mustered an- 
other sharp surprise. 
Its 
vote 


stood well over 
400,000—almost 


double the number cast In 1936. 
This time, mind you, Republican 
and not Democratic 
candidates 
were supported. 
Likewise In Detroit, where la- 
bor took a sound beating, the CIO 
nevertheless rolled up more than 
150,000 votes in Its first election. 
That's a big chunk of votes In 
anybody's language. 
2. Labor groups, 
especially 
If 
they should unite, are In a po- 
sition to hold a balance of 
power between the 
old-line 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
parties In 
thickly 
popiilatea 


eastern cities. 
That's why labor can hold the 
deuces In the 
political 
poker 
game that will run through the 
congressional elections next year 
and the presidential race of 1940. 
Both old-line parties 
necessarily 


will be on needles and pins. They 
can't afford 
to shoo 
off their 


traditionally conservative eupnort- 
ers, and yet their easiest chance 
to win may rest with the labor 
vote.

The balanco-of-power

clearly In Now York and Pitts- 
burgh the other day.

Groesbeck Goats, playing 


a sensational brand of foot- 
ball, overcame 
a fighting 


State. Home Lad combina- 
tion on Garitty field Fri- 
day night and emerged with 
a well-earned 
13-7 victory 


in a District 16-B confer- 
ence 
engagement. 
The 
Goats 
' throttled the running attack of 
the Lads except In a brief portion 
of the final quarter and stopped 
the aerial attack with a well-plan- 
ned defense. 
Pittman and Wilson, backs, and 
Wilkinson, end, proved sensational 
performers, but that line from tip 
to tip was what turned the tide. 
The most vicious thrusts of the 
Lads afiled to make any appre- 


! clable headway while the Goats 
spent considerable time In 
the 
Lads' backfleld. The State Home 
opened a vicious aerial attack and 
chunked the ball all over the lot 
in a desperate effort to snatch vic- 
tory after the running game failed 
to click but the Goats staved off 
the threats. 
Groesbeck marched up and down 
the field on numerous occasions 
and threatened continually but the 
defense of the Lads stopped them 
when in danger. 


Air Attacks. 
Aerial attacks netted the two 
tallies made by tho visitors, the 
first early in the second period 
when Pittman, a fine back and 
runner, passed to Wilkinson for 
19 yards. 
The second touchdown 


came early in the fourth when 
Plttman passed to Perry for 12 
yards. 
Groesbeck completed only 


four passes during the evening, 
but two of them were for touch- 
downs and another placed tho ball 
on the 12-yard line from where 
one of the touchdowns was made. 


After having t>een stopped con- 


sistently, the State Home crew un- 
corked a savage and devastating 
attack after Groesbeck had scored 
a second marker in the fourth per- 
iod. Taking the ball on their own 
40-yard stripe, the Lads, with the 
line charging 
hard .and 
fast, 
marched 60 yeards and a touch- 
down. 
Thornton 
carried 
the 


brunt of the ball lugging on this 
drive. 
Britton carried the ball frequent, 
and did the passing but was rush- 
ed so fast that his passes were 
not accurate. 
Early Game Tlirust. 
State Home made one serious 


threat to score early In the game. 
A 24-yard pass to Hartley was 
completed and then Britton tore 
off 25 yards at end to the Groes- 
beck 12-yard stripe.

Soviet Russia to balance his 
recent tour of Nazi 
Ger-

royal party said tonight. 


The purpose -of such a 


lourney, It was said, would be to 
show the world that the former 
King of England plays no politics. 
It would be an extension of his 
European labor survey and might 
also include Scandinavia, Europe's 
neutral zone.

been offered a state dinner at tlv 
White House instead of the plan- 
ned 
luncheon from 
which Mrs. 
Roosevelt was to have been ab- 
sent. 
Better Atmosphere. 
These advisers wero said to feel 
:hat "a better atmosphere" could 
be created for an American jour- 
ney, possibly next spring. It was 
disclosed that the possibility of 
making tho tour at that time was 
being studied. 
A press 
conference 
scheduled 


for this afternoon -was not held. 
A member of the dukes' suite de- 
clared the Windsors "haven't the 
slightest Idea of what they are 
going to do next." 
Persons close to the Windsors 


described the former British mon- 
arch as hopeful that public opin- 
ion 
In America would "change" 
within a few months, opening the 
way for the trip -which was 
to 
have started today but was post- 
poned 
by 
Windsor 
because 
of 
"grave misconceptions" of his mo- 
tives. 


The itinerant duke and duchess 
were busily engaged, an assoclato 
said, In discussing what next to 
do, where next to go—now that 
their American tour had been de- 
layed. 


Hotel attendants reported 
"not 
the slightest" signs of an Immi- 
nent departure since the duke's 
postponement statement was dls 
trlbutcd last night 


Tho statement said the duke 
made the 
postponement 
with 
"great reluctance" and was mo- 
tivated by "grave misconceptions 
which have arisen and mlsstate- 
ments which have appeared" about 
the motives and purpose of tho 
tour. 


Based on Two Factors. 
British sources said the decision 
probably was based on two fac 
tors: 


1—The 
duke desired 
not 
to 
create any possible strain on Brit 
(sh-American 
relations 
and 
fell 
that any trouble over his vlsll 
would offend Britain generally. 


2—The duke considered that in 
view of a critical resolution by 
the Federation of Labor in Baltl 
more—the duchess' homo town— 
that the time was not ripe for a 
visit. 


Tho statement added that "the 
duke emphatically repeats

for any suggestion

FOUND GUILTY OF 
DEATH OFJGED MAN 


COMELY CINCINNATI MOTH- 


ER CONVICTED IN POISON 
DEATH JACOB WAGNER 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 6.— 


(IP)—Mrs. Anna Marie Hahn 
31-year-old blonde mother, 
was convicted of first de- 
gree murder today in the 
poison death of Jacob Wag- 
ner, 78-year-old retired gar- 
dener. 
The jury did not 
recommend mercy, making the 
death penalty mandatory. 


The jurors spent about two and 


one half hours In actual deliber- 
ation, since receiving the 
cast 
last night. 


Mrs. 
Hahn would be the first 


woman ever executed In Ohio. 
She appeared in the courtroom 
nervous 
and 
distraught, 
her 


blonde hair dishevelled and twist- 
ed a handkerchief between her 
fingers. 
Judge Bell did not specify when 


he would sentence Mrs. Hahn. 
Her chief defense counsel, Joseph 
H. Hoodin, said he would ask a 
new trial and, if refused, would 
appeal immediately to the state 
supreme court. 


Mrs. 
Hahn, tried on a charge 


of fatally poisoning Wagner to 
obtain his small fortune, was In- 
dicted also in the poison death 
of George Gscllman and was ac- 
cused of killing two other elder- 
ly men for the same motive. 
Judge Bell offered a choice of 


three verdicts: Conviction with- 
out recommendation, calling for 
electrocution; 
conviction 
with 
mercy recommended, making life 
imprisonment mandatory; and ac- 
quittal. 
Mrs. Hahn, accused of killing 


by poison three elderly men be- 
sides Wagner, nat motionless but 
staring fixedly at Prosecutor Dud- 
ley M. Outcalt as ho closed the 
state's argument, declaring: 
"We have here the most heart- 


less, cruel, greedy person 
that 


has come In the scope of our 
lives x x x show no mercy.

ADVISORY COUNCIL OF SOCIAL 


SECURITY FINDING OUT ABOUT 


PENSIONS AND JOBLESS FUNDS

WASHINGTON. N o v. 6.—OT— 


The advisory council on social se- 
curity, examining operation of the 
law which provides for old age 
pensions and unemployment com- 
pensation, will learn from witnesses 
that it works something like this: 
Uncle Sam has insisted that John 
Wage-Earner and 
his employers 
must lay aside money for a rainy 
day. 
He makes certain they do It by 
taking part of the 
money out of 
John's pay envelope and part out 
of his employer's till. Uncle Sam 
holds the stakes. 
There are 34,000,000 John Wage- 
Earners Involved, but the council 
heard yesterday that the number 
probably will grow to 52,000,000 by 
1960. Tho stakes, at the present 
rate of taxation, will amount to 
$47,000,000,000 by 
1980. 
It would be impossible for Uncle 
Sam, to put that much money away 
in vaults because there isn't that 
much money in the land. The tolal 
money supply last year was rough- 
ly 
$17,400,000,000. 
Furthermore, 
that must keep circulating. 
But it never was intended Uncls 
Sam should salt a\,ny the money. 
The legislation said he must put it 
in government bonds, the pension 
money in bonds of a special kind 
and the unemployment money in 
an-' government bonds earning a 


satisfactory rate of Interest. 
In other words, he has to bor- 
row back the cash and currency 
and turn it loose In the channels 
of Industry and comm-rco by pay- 
ing his bills with it. In its place he 
puts the bonds, which differ from 
cash and currency primarily in 
that they draw interests for the 
reserves. 


Uncle Sam's treasury docs not go 
through every step of this process 
to accomplish the result. It notes 
the amount of incoming tax money, 
dumps it into the general purse, 
and puts away In the reserve funds 
tho equivalent In bonds. 


When interest on the bonds Is 


due, 
congress hns to appropriate 


the money to pay It Just ns it 
would if someone else held the 
bonds. Then the treasury uses the 
Interest money for paying old age 
pensions, etc. 
Treasury officials say the funds 
thus are not only kept safely but 
kept Increasing. They add that the 
only hazard, assuming the nation 
endures and its creuit is good, is 
that some future congress might 
authorize a change In the rules. 
Objectors to the procedure, who 
are to be heard by the advisory 
council, are not e pressing con- 
cern with its legality or the safety 
of the funds so much as with the 
rapidity of the rate of increase 
and the questioned necessity for 
the projected reserves.

A committee of the Lea- 


gue of Nations spent two 
years studying health con- 
ditions all over the world. 
Its report, just issued, as- 
serts there is no country in 
which proper nourishment 
is not a serious problem. It 
is impossible 
to 
estimate 


fully the cost of malnutri- 
tion, in disease 
and 
poor 


health, in loss of efficiency, 
and in the money spent in 
attemptng to 
repair 
the 


damage done. 


City dwellers are not only 


victims of 
this 
condition. 


The farmer and his family, 
particularly 
on 
the 
one- 


crop farm, also suffer from 
it. 


"That this situation can 


exist," reads 
the report, 


"in a world in which agri- 
cultural resources are so 
abundant and the arts of 
agriculture have 
been

improved that supply fre- 
quently tends 
to 
outstrip 


effective demand,

an outstanding challenge to

an automobile 


driver is quicker than h!3 eye in 
esponding to a safety warning. 


An auto horn, or a policeman's 


whistle, puts the driver's foot on 
the brake faster than the sight 
of «. red light. 


These findings In safe driving 


were announced today at Indiana 
University. 
They were the first 
tests to compare a driver's rcac- 
ion time to sound and sight. They 
were made by Dr. Frank R. El- 
liott and Prof. C. M. Louttlt of 
the psychology department. 


Seven 
hundred 
drivers were 
tested. Each one sat in the driv- 
er's scat, with one foot pressing 
tho accelerator half way to tho 
floor. 
The time required to lift 


this foot to the brake and press 
tho pedal all the way down was 
taktn.

The signal to put on the brake 


was cither a red light directly in 
front, 
or 
an 
automobile 
horn. 


The signals were given with the

car over the eye was one-hun- 
dredth of a second. In Individual 
cases, however, the fastest brak- 
ing time for the red light was

Men were a little faster than 


women 
in responding to either 
light or horn. 


Braking time decreased moder-

form tho outer coating of cells. 
The cells can be seen with the 
aid of a microscope, but the na- 
ture of their surface covering has 
been a mystery.

:n bits of protein, laid on like 
leaves. 
Between

'shingles," like putty filling cracks 
are thin layers of lopold, or fat. 


Learning more about the nature 


of these cell "shingles" is one 


of the present important studies 
of biology, because they arc the 
membranes through which man's 
food and oxygen have to pass to 
keep him alive.

Polarized light is rays which 


vibrate in only one direction. This 
kind of light, passing through liv- 
ing tissue, is bent back and forth.

menu, which was interspersed with 
musical numbers of local talent, 
announced by the program chair- 
man, Dr. F. W. Horn. Club Presi- 
dent F. L. Cole introduced Attor- 
ney R. W. Williford, who present- 
ed the speaker of tho evening as 
a friend of his father before he 
knew Mr. Johnson. 


Mr. Johnson graciously asknowl-

es of government of the various 
countries they represent. 


"The meetings each year is to

throughout 


ho world. The information which 
. obtained first hand of the exlst- 
ng conditions throughout Europe 
at this conference and in the sub- 
icquent trips will be most valuable 
n my work as a member of the 
'oreign affairs committee in the 
louse. 
"The 
high points of 
discussion 


centered 
around the subjects of 


commerce, economics and 
world 


peace. It was the universal desire 
of those representative 
countries 


for peace throughout the world, 
and while a general European war 
is regarded as a possibility, it is 
the belief In Europe that such a 
war will not likely occur for sev- 
eral years, .nnd there is hope that 
it may be averted. 


"Three things impressed me most 


during the conference," continued 
Mr. Johnson. 
"First, the French 


president, who was the presiding 
officer of the conference, stood the 
entire time, and his Intense Inter- 
est with which he listened to tho 
speakers and Interpreters 
Second, 


the great respect entertained by 
other countries for our own Unit- 
ed States, often referred to as that 
great and powerful United States. 


Universal Desire for Peace. 
Then the universal desire of 


those countries for peace through- 
out the world. 
Incidentally men- 


tioning the Paris exposition in 
that great city of beauty and cul- 
ture, with 12 countries exhibiting 
—possibly larger than our Centen- 
nial—but not more interesting and 
not more beautiful, declaring fur- 
ther that none of the capital cities 
of Europe seen were more beauti- 
ful than our capital city at Wash- 
ington."

countries visited , Mr. 
Johnson 


named many interesting and out- 
standing facts:
